Achievement of Dr. 
Hansen said. would open a whole 
new field of experimentation in ele- 
mentary particle physics. and bring 
scientists much closer to «an under- 
standing of the fundamental na- 
ture of matter and how it is put to- 
gether. 

It is impossible to predict what 
will happen over the horizon of 
atomic research, well into the bil- 
lion-volt range, the Stanford

He praised the districts for their 
“efficient operations’, and said the 
commissioners who direct those op- 
erations are “some of the most re- 
spected citizens in our commun- 
ity.” 

No time has been set for putting 
the proposed program into effect, 
Mayor Burgess said, and legal pro- 
cedures would have to be worked 
out. He added, however, that sep- 
aration from the special districts 
can be done without an election be- 
ing involved, as was the case of re- 


\cent withdrawal by the city from

The fire-sanitation proposals de- 
veloped as long-range aims to im- 
plement a 14-point program em- 
barked upon some time ago, and 
now virtually complete.

The second of the five carry-over 
points to the new set of goals be- 
ing set up by the City Council con- 
cerns the annexation of additional 


territory to the city limits. In the 
original 14-point program annexa- 
tion Was primarily to achieve a 
large enough area within the city 
limits to provide a tax base suf- 
ficient to acnteve an economical 


and efficient rendering of city ser- 
vices 


The City Council believed that 
the area then comprising the city 
boundaries was too small for the 


most efficient operation of our po- 
lice and street departments, and too 
small to warrant the employment 
of a qualified administrative head 
of the city government, or city man- 
ager. The city’s area has now been 
increased by annexation from 1.2 
square miles to 2.1 square miles, and 
wssessed valuation has risen from 
under three million dollars to four 
end one-half million in the cur- 
rent year. 

With present and projected build- 
ing plans, the assessed valuation 
within our present limits should in- 
crease to six or eight millions with- 
in a relatively short time. on the 
basis of retaining the present valu- 
ation method by the county which 
results in the appraisal of proper- 
lies at only about 15 to 20 percent 
of current market value or con- 
struction cost. Thus, the primary 
objective of our original annexation 
plogram seems ‘o be substantially 
achieved, and there was some ques- 
tion as to whether or not this point 
should net be written off as com- 


pleted. 
There 1s another reason for fur- 
ther annexation, however, and _ it 


was considered important enough to 
merit inclusion in the new program. 
Before there was a City ‘of Menlo 
Park, special districts were formed 
to furnish municipal services to the 


area. The Menlo Park Fire Dbist- 
rict, which includes all of Menlo 
Park, Atherton. the Ravenswood 


School District. and other uniricor- 
porated territory, provides this area 
with fire protection. The Menlo 
Park Sanitary District. including all 
of Menlo Park, some adjacent un- 
incorporatied territory, and the ma- 
jor part of Atherton. has the sole 
jurisdiction over sewers. Last year 
these two districts had a combined 
tax rate equal to that of the city 
itself.

That the trick was not sooner ex- 
posed is due to a curious human 
characteristic, humorously exempli- 
fied in “Tom Sawyer.”

The next night they 
advertised “The King’s Cameleopard 
or The Royal Non-such” which 
drew crowds through curiosity if 


Special districts serve two major 


purpcses. They furnish needed 
municipal services to urban areas 
prior to their incorporation. and 


they furnish such services to large 
areas including one or more incor- 
porated cities where cooperation 
produces a more efficient and ec- 
onomital operation. An example of 
the latter is the East Bay Municipal 
Utility District which levies its tax- 
es in Oakland, Berkeley. Alameda. 
San Leondro, El Cerrito, Richmond 
and unincorporated territory. The 
District supplies water in its bound- 
aries obtained from a reservoir in 
the Sierras, and operates sewage 
disposal works, both large scale op- 
erations requiring substantial cap- 
ital investment. 

The disadvantages of special dis- 
tricts are chiefly lack of knowledge 


of the public as to what they are- 


doing, and singleness of purpose. 
Meetings of special district boards 
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+ are usually unreported in the press. 
and seldom are attended by many 
citizens. Special district elections 
seldom are pariticipated in by an 
} appreciable number of registered 
; voters. Having only one function 
to perform, the governing board of 
the district does not have the finan- 
cial needs of all other municipal 
services in mind when setting the 
! budget. nor is it able to coordinate 
' its planning and operation with re- 
| lated city departments. When all 
i municipal services are rendered by 
cne municipal body, the size of the 
cverall budget is known and pub- 


nothing else and consisted of thie 
King, stark naked but gorgeously 
painted, performing «a  dervish- 
dance.

Barnum knew his public—and it 
hasn't changed.

sential. Cooperation and coordina- 
tion of related departments and 
equipment is then possible. 

The foregoing is in no way a 
criticism of our own fire and sani- 
tary districts, for they are efficient- 
ly operated, and their boards con- 
tain some of the most respected 
citizens in our community. But 
flom a long range standpoint, the 
City Council hopes that eventually 
the city will have its own fire de- 
partment and control of the sewage 
collection system within its limits 
The Menlo Park Sanitary District 
should by all means remain in bus- 
iness to handle the disposal prob- 
lem of an even larger area that it 
now serves as Well as the collection 
system in unincorporated territory. 


One of the notable achievements 
of the Menlo Park city government 
was the withdrawat July 1 from the 
Menlo Park Lighting District, and 
the taking over of the street lights 
inside the city. The special light- 
ing tax rate was eliminated. A 
greater assessed svaluation than we 
now have is needed to repeat with 
the fire district and sanitary dist- 
rict, and future annexations will 
benefit the city to the extent they 
contribute to the eventual consoli- 
dation of these overlapping dist- 
ricts.

Both districts serve Menlo Park 
as well as unincorporated areas in 
the south county. The fire district 
serves all of Atherton, and the san- 
itation district serves the major 
part of that town. 

Mayor Burgess pointed out that 
Menlo Park's area has grown 
through annexation from 1.2 square 
miles to 2.1 square miles, and as- 
sessed valuation has increased from 
less than $3,000,000 to approximate- 
ly $4,550,000 for the current fiscal 
year. He estimated that with pres- 

» ent and projected building. the as- 
sessed valuation should -increase to 
six or eight million dollars “with- 
in a relatively short time.” 

Further annexation is desirable. 
he said, for inclusion of fire and 
sanitation services in the city gov- 
ernment.

itation districts, Menlo Park prop- 
erty owners are helping pay for ser- 
vices performed outside the city. 

Mayor Burgess said the city be- 
lieves all services can be combined 
under the municipal government at 
a saving on the overall tax rate 
once the city’s assessed valuation 
is raised by further expansion of 
the city limits. 

In any event, it was pointed out, 
the overall rate would not be in- 
creased, because the levies for the 
two special districts would be el- 
iminated from the tax bill of Men- 
lo Park property owners. 

Mayor Burgess said that while 
no election would be requiréd to 
create fire and sanitation depart- 
ments in Menlo Park’s government, 
an election would be needed to in- 
crease the tax rate over the present 
$1 limit should an increase be nec- 
essary to support fire and sanita- 
tion services. 

He also indicated that should 
Menlo Park create its own fire de- 


partment, steps likely could ‘be tak- 
en to take over the present head- 
quarters station of the fire district 
on Merrill street. 

He pointed out that a city fire 
department would be a full-time 
organization, and that no volunteer 
department is contemplated.
